Thursday morning he did 
not respond when his landlady, Mrs. 
Amelia Hageman, knocked at his door.

The Tschaikowsky theme and 
variations from his Suite No. 8 were 
marked by great brilllancy and, at 
times, the somber beauty of this com- 
poser’s most characteristic mood, pos- 
sessing, also,. an impressive conclusion, 
The “Sakuntala” overture, with which 
the evening began, was interpreted with 
a big’ masterfulness by the orchestra, 
and the “Siegfried’’ number was impos- 
ingly presented. Mme. Jomelli’s first 
contribution to the program, the aria 
from “Der Frejschutz,”’ gave her audi- 
ence an instantly convincing proof of 
the pnrity and truthfulness of her voice, 
to be heard later in its more novel em- 
ployment in the “Louise” aria. For an 
encore, following the latter, she sang a 
delicate little Edward Schneider song, 
“Flower Rain,” dedicated to her by 
its composer, pleasingly revealing the 
daintier qualities of her voice. 
The Symphony society is to be con- 
gratulated upon a signal success. I do 
not remember a more deservedly au- 
spicious season's opening than was 
achieved last night.

The right of negroes to live in the 
district bounded by Newstead, Easton, 
Union and St. Louis avenues was denied 
in resolutions adopted by the Cote Bril- 
Hante Improvement and Protective As- 
sociation at a meeting in the Holy Ghost 
Parish Hall, Taylor avenue and North 
Market street, Thursday evening. 

Negroes in this district regard the 
resolutions as reminiscent of the Dred 
Scott case, in which the United States 
Supreme Court solemnly affirmed that 
the ‘“‘negro has no rights which the 
white yman is bound to respect.”’ 

The Cote Brilliante Improvement and 
Protective Association was organized re- 
cently for the avowed purpose of rid- 
digg its territory of negroes by all 
peaceable and lawful means. It has 
about 300 members, all property owners. 
The officers are: J. B. Vogelgang, preai- 
dent; E. J. Schall, vige-president; R. B. 
Hauk, treasurer, an George Schemel, 
secretary. 

President Vogelsang addressed the 
meeting. ‘He said the object of the as- 
sociation was for the best interests not 
only of residents of the immediate ter- 
ritory, but of the whole city. 

“It is high time,” he said, ‘‘that this 
thing 6f negro expansion, this colored 
exodus to the West End, is stopped 
somewhere.”’ 

“Block committees”’ were appointed to 
see all property owners and either get 
them to join the association or to. pledge 
thémselves not to sell to negroes. Com- 
mittees also were named to visit the 
negroe? in this district and ask them 
to move. There are 30 negro families 
in the territory; 

The resolutions adopted had this to 
say of the negro: 

“We detiy the right of the colored 
man to establish himseif in our midst 
and we are associated only for the pro- 
,tection of our homes which we have 
bullt for ourselves and our families. 

"We insist that this controvérsy be 
carried on in a peaceful and lawful 
manner and that our rights be respect- 
ed. We were here first and here we 
have built, by honest labor, our homes, 
our schools and our churches, and here 
we have invested our life earnings. 
Hence, our rights must be respected. 

“The colored man must recognize the 
justice of our demand and he will better 
his condition if he will peacefully re- 
move himself from our midst to locate 
footie his own color and society.”

Forced Into Army, Is Report. 
Dr. Mussallem’s friends were alarmed 


by a report that he had been forced 
into the Turkish army pending the 
trouble in the Balkans. 

Dr. Mussallem left Syria, a province 
of Turkey, about eighteen years ago. He 
established a large practice’ in Macon 
County. On leaving here he notified his 
patients that he would return without 
fail by Sept. 1. 

The doctor's mission to Turkey was to 
wind up the affairs of the ancestral es- 
tate, and to bring his widowed. mother 
and brothers back to America with him. 
Inciientally he expected to devote a few 
weeks’ time to explorations among the 
great ruins at Baalbek, where he was 
born. He is a thirty-second degree Ma- 
pon, and hoped to gather some data of 
interest to that order.

OR years and years H. M. Flag-

BORROWING MONEY. 

UT these old men’s tales can hard-

As 
it turned out, we received the check of 
th Liverpsnl, I r.0on & G'obe Insur- 
ance Co. for the full amount hefere the 
bullders required the payments; and 
while we didn’t need his money, I never 
shall forget the whole-souled way in 
which he offered it. 

And this sort of experience was net, I 
am grateful to say, rare with me. I was 
always @ great borrower in my early 
days; the business was active and grow- 
ing fast, and the banks seemed very 
willing to loan me the money. About 
this time, when our great fire had 
brought up some new conditions, I was 
studying the situation to see what our 
cash requirements would bs. We were 
accustomed to prepare for financia!

A Word on Garnishing. 

A table neatly. garnished is a joy for- 
ever, but beware of a careless decora- 
tion; it is much worse than none.
